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Reasons For Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed 
invention of complexity directed problem solving, as claimed by Applicant. Specifically, 
independent claims . 

The closest prior art of Fromherz et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,865,562 B2; dated 
08 MAR 2005; class 706; subclass 014) teaches an adaptive constraint problem solving 
method, but fails to teach or suggest complexity directed problem solving. Specifically, 
independent claims 1,17, and 30 disclose the identification of complexity criteria that 
are used to provide a direction for selecting a constraint problem solver. Further, the 
complexity is divided into complexity regions that determine which solver is to be 
operated. To the extent that this feature is not present in the prior art of record, the 
present case is found to be allowable over the art of record.
